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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Prosecution on the merits of this application is reopened on claims 1-6, 8-10, 13- 
18, 20-22 and 27-37 considered unpatentable for the reasons indicated below: 

The missing signatures in the Examiner's Answer dated August 28, 2002. 

2. Applicant's arguments in the Appeal Brief, filed on April 22, 2002, with respect to 
claims 1-6, 8-10, 13-18, 20-22 and 27-37 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The finality of the last Office action, dated July 1 , 2001 , has been 
withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-24 and 27-37 are allowed. 

4. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant(s) invention relates to a generator control, and more specifically, to a 
generator control scheme. 

The scheme is developed to control generator output, which has a rectification 
capability for the generator AC output and a control feature of a short-circuiting of the 
generator's windings for obtaining a higher phase voltages, as disclosed. The claimed 
scheme has its embodiments, which are disclosed and claimed. 
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There are inventions in the field that provide similar functionality and/or have 
similar features, as prior art of record shows. Applicant(s) invention differs from the 
prior art of record by the elements of the control scheme, which were interpreted by the 
examiner as they are disclosed in the specification and the drawings, which are 
performing as disclosed and claimed, and which examiner's search failed to find.
